the early summer had not entailed 
a loss of 30,000,000 tons. In times 
like the present—as Ireland her- 
self is well aware—a country is 
compelled to live, to a very large 
extent, upon its reserves. A few 
thousand gallons of petrol, in the 
case of the twenty-six counties. 
can ‘affect the. food and fuel 
supplies of the city of Dublin very 
seriously ; and, in the case of such 
a nation as the United States, 
where production is endeavouring 
feverishly to keep up with the 
demand of war industries, even a 
brief stoppage is liable to upset 
the most careful calculations. The 
fears of the American industrial- 
ists are complicated by their 
knowledge that production can be 
maintained only with the greatest 
difficulty, Even if she is in no 
imminent danger of invasion—as 
Great Britain was some three 
years ago—the United States has 
been compelled to mobolise her man- 
power on á “ war basis.” Seventy 
thousand efficient men have been 
withdrawn from her coal mines 
for service in the fighting forces, 
and their place has been taken by 
little more than half as many, 
most of whom are comparatively 
old. In such circumstances, the 
task of replacing any losses that 
result from even: a short-lived 
strike becomes perilously hard. 
Nobody seems able to forecast 
what action will be taken by 
Roosevelt’s Govern- 
ment. Will it resume control of 
the mines, and persuade the 
strikers to follow their leaders’ 
advice and return to work, with 
or without a promise that their 
claims wil] be considered? Alter- 
natively, will it accept the advice 
of the mine-owners, who are 
anxious that their property shall 
be left in their own hands, but 
that the equivalent of martial law 
shall be employed to compel a 
resumption of work? The Govern- 
ment’s choice would be simpler ‘f 
already—a year before the event— 
the preliminary campaigning for 
the presidential election of 
November, 1944 had not begun. 
An incautious, or a too cautious, 
movement in regard to a strike 
that involves thousands of men 
on the one hand, and a powerful 
bloc of industrial interests on the 
other, might introduce a new com- 
plexity to an already complex 
machine. - 


Unhealthy Schools 


In the recently published report 
of the Co. Dublin health services, 
Dr. Ita Brady, Assistant School 
Medical Officer, makes some in- 
teresting remarks upon the con- 
dition of the school buildings 
which she inspected in the course 
of the year: 

“It was surprising and 
most disheartening,’’ she says, 
‘to notice the lack of atten- 
tion, interest, care, or, indeed, 
ordinary cleanliness, in somo 
of the schools. It was evident 
that in many cases no effort 
had been made to carry out 
repairs suggested at previous 
School Medical Inspection. 
Even the most minor defects 
were not attended to. Window 
cords, panes of glass, catches 
and locks were found broken. 
eavegutters defective and leak- 
ing, and shores blocked with

—may it be soon!—Mr. Derrig 
would be well advised to attend 
to Dr. Brady’s notes on the design 
of the new schools, and, in par- 
ticular, on the selection of sites. 
Sunlight and fresh air are 
guardians of health which cost 
nothing, and the architects of new 
schools, by planning the buildings 
in relation to their sites, must 
see that full use is made of them.

I 
speak as an old schoolman and I 
make no secret of the fact that I 
am shocked by such a phrase as 
‘* simple ge Prayer is not 
simple. Nor is it admissible for any 
educated person to be disturbed by 
a plurality of versions. Take the 
Creed, for instance—Justin, 
Irenaeus, Tertullian, Cyprian, Nova- 
tian, Clement, Origen, Dionysius, and 
Alexander (of Alexandria) all give 
us different’ versions. Of the western 
symbols the versions vary slightly 
as between that’ in the psalter of 
Athelstan and the codex Laudianus, 
between those used in Milan, 
Aquileia, Ravenna, Turin. ... and 
Carthage, In Spain Priscillian’s 
7 ge is not that used elsewhere in 
the VIth century and both differ 
from that found in the Mozarabic 
liturgy. In Gaul we have Riez, 
Toulon and the Sacramentarium 
Gallicanum which—to put it mildly— 
cannot be said to be identical, while 
the German version from Reichenau 
(according to Pirminius, of course) 
Shows attitude to language at 
variance with that evidenced in our 
own Antiphonar of Bangor. (And 
there again, as readers will 
remember. Scutland’s Book of Deer 
ves us something quite other.) 

urn to the Eastern Church, I ask

The output of power from 
Sweden’s water supplies has been in- 
creased by 50 per cent. since 1939.

New 2.ealand 's Population 


Childless couples in New Zealand 
are to be asked to adopt some of the 
orphans from the European theatre 
of war when the fighting ends.

EVENING SYNOD 
MEETINGS 


Next year’s assembly of the Joint 
Jiocesan Synods of Dublin “ and 
Glendalough and Kildare will be 
held between 5 p.m. and 9.30 p.m. 
in the evening, instead of during 
the day. 

This was decided at yesterday’s 
meeting of the Synod in Christ 
Church place, Dublin, when the 
motion was proposed by Mr, 
William Kennedy, and carried by 
a large majority. 

“It is with regret that the 
Councils have to report to the Synod 
that the Representative Church 
Body has found it necessary to 
reduce the current rate of interest 
hitherto allowed at five per cent. on 
cértain parochial and _ diocesan 
capitals to four per cent. from 
January ist, 1944,” said Mr. A. T. 
Barber, hon. secretary, moving the 
adoption of the report of the Joint 
Yiocesan Councils, “ae 
readily be seen,” he added, “that, if 
the Representative Church Body re- 
ceived a lower rate of interest on 
investments, they would have to 
reduce the rate which they allowed 
to the dioceses.”’ 

The total assets at the close of the 
year ended December 3lst last were 
£685,945, compared with £687,727 
for the previous year, due entirely 
to the financial arrangement agreed 
upon when the parishes of Coolock 
and Maynooth were transferred to 
he Diocese of Meath. 

The report was adopted. 

A resolution asking for a special 
committeé of inquiry to examine 
fully and report on the financial 
and general position of each of the 
Church of Ireland poor parishes, 
was proposed by Mr. R. j Love 
and was defeated on a vote.

This 
involved a complete change of out-| 
look and methods, and was achieved 
purely by hard work and application 
to modern progressive agriculture. 
A class under Committee of Agr 
culture the first year was attended 
by practically all the colonists, They 
introduced beet and wheat; there 
was intensive pig production, an 
they tcok preliminary steps towards 
establishing a creamery. From the 
second year on they were taking 
conacre land for meadow and crops. 
When compulsory tillage was intro- 
duced, they took all that was to be 
had in the neighbourhood. One of 
the colonies this year has alone over 
500 acres of conacre tillage. 


MORE LAND 


Your correspondent refers to discon- 
tent about the size of the farms— 
124 Irish acres. “There is a certain 
amount of discontent, chiefly, if not 
solely,-in Gibbstown. “But let's get 
this clear, The claim for more land 
is not based on 22 Statute acres of 
Meath land being intrinsically an 
uneconomic holding, but chiefly on 
these grounds :— 

(a) The average number of per- 
sons per family in the Gibbstown 
coleny is 8, with some families of 
10, 12, and even 14 members. The 
farms are definitely too small to 
support this number. Further, owing 
to the fact that this is a colony, 
there are not the same number of 
outlets to other occupations (hence 
emigration). An increase of, say, 5 
acres would result in a much more 
than proportional increase. in labour 
employment. 

ib) The people think that their 
claim for consideration for more 
land is enhanced by their tillage 
achievements against exorbitant con- 
acre rents, Lands “that were taken 
by colonists at £2 10s. per acre 
were taken for tillage last year at 
£10 per acre. With drastically con. 
trolled prices and wages, it is hard 
to see any justification for allowing 
landowners, whose overhead ex- 
penses have hardly increased at all 
to profit to the extent of quadrupled 
prices by the emergency scarcities 
which they ‘are doing nothing to 
relieve.

IRISH DIALECTS 


One thing in particular, of course 
—Irish must be decried. A great 
standby for all who wish io do this 
is the alleged dialect difficulty. [t is 
so easy to make this charge, and so 
hard ‘to refute it. First of all, let me 
state, clearly and unambiguously, 
that my experience here for the past 
six years is that all native speakers 
understand each other without any 
great difficulty, be they from Kerry, 
Connaught. or Donegal. . This has 
been our experience in-all our sdcial 
and cultural work. However, I-might 
ag well properl} answer a dastardly 
fabrication aimed at my own pro- 
fessional qualifications. May I inform 
your reporter that I am -profession- 
ally competent in all the dialects, 
from South Cork to the Scottish 
Isles, and use them here accordingly 
to the people I am conversing with, 
just as I used learner’s or basic Irish 
while conversing with him? The 
very day before your article appeared 
I had three Connemara visitors from 
Rathcarron, M. OCathain, P. 
OConraoi and M. Seoighe. They 
told me they ays SÁ from my accent 
that 1 was from the West. 


PRACTICAL EFFECTS 


It is wrong to state that the 
coming of the colonists has had no 
effect on the revival in the mid- 
lands. It would be interesting to 
know how your reporter concocted 
this opinion. Certainly not from 
any knowledge of the revival move- 
ment in the midlands. The 
influence of the colonies is felt in 
practically all the cultural organisa- 
tions of the midands. For the past 
five years a member of the colony 
has been secretary of the County 
Committee of the Gaelic League and 
of Meath Feis Committee. Seven 
Gaelic League branches have been 
established in the immediate 
nighbourhood of the colonies, and 
their classes have been taught by 
members of the Gaeltacht. Lecturers, 
debating teams, and drama teams 
have one -as far afield as 
Drogheda, Dublin, Mullingar, and 
the border off Cavan to 
assist revival activites, while 
in the first five years Gibbstown was 
a social centre for people from 
equally far alield who tlocked there 
to Ceilidhes, plays and _ various 
other functions. Strange, indeed, 
that, m talking of this matter of 
amusements, your reporter makes no 
mention of the fact that an average 
of twelve to sixteen plays a year 
has been produced over the past 
five years, and that, at a special 
showing in the Athboy Theatre, a 
director of the Abbey stated 
that our “production, with ‘the 
Gweedore ayers, ‘reached the 
best professional standard of this 
theatre.” The lack of a hall is a 
very serious handicap in both 
colonies, They are too small in 
numbers to undertake the erection 
of one, but, if one were provided, 
its value as a Gaelic social centre 
could not be. measured in terms of 
cost. If it directs publicity to that 
aspect of the question, your article 
may serve a useful purpose. 


CONCLUSION 


To sum up, let me quote again 
from M. Willis Murphy, Weekly 
Irish Times special reporter : ‘‘ They 
have taken root, adjusted them- 
selves and acapted themselves to 
this new life.
